EVERAL of my Chinese friends 
have asked me to write about 

the duties and responsibilitics of 
Chinese Christiana In the present 
national emergency.

Christianity 
And The Crisis 


What then must be the Chinese 
Christian altitude, to the aggres- 
sora in the north? Is there a 
justification in Christianity for 
the armed resistance which Chinn 
is now offering? How must a 
Chinese Christian think? 

Let me make my own position 
quite clear, Justice (which — fs 
what I believe China, Is fighting 
for) is, I believe. something worth 
fighting for, ‘but modern capital- 
ism and capitalist war has #0 pol- 
soned atl our interuational rela- 
tions that only an absolute of the 
capitallat Instrument of war can 
bring the world to a sane and 
righteous. conception of life and 
International relationship. There- 
fore, for me, any active personal 
share in the use of the material 
forces of modern warfare is too 
high ‘a price to pay even for social 
and national security. It Is too 
high a price to pay, because I am 
convinced that even when it is 
paid to the uttermost of ‘war's 
deathly limits, social and national 
security is not attained. ’ Mark 
you, I do not balicve that personal 
snerifice of life is too high a price 
to pay, but only active participa- 
tion in the destruction of fellow 
men and women and children. On 
the whole issue of war, I feel that 
the individual must judge accord- 
ing to his own conscience an 
conviction, provided these are In- 
formed by spiritual values and 
reality.

No Clear Rule By 
Christ 
Josus Inid down no clear rule, 
binding upon all men, which de- 
elared what they must do when 
called upon to fight. All Chris- 
tlans aro rightly suspicious of the 
use of physical force, which is 80 
often the natural accompaniment 
of angor and greed and evil pas- 
atons. The keoping of justice is 
- a duty which we must sock to ful- 
fil in love towards onc another, 
and the resort to force: against 
each other, even when it is in the 
namo of justice, fs always a sign 
of a human failure and of human 
misunderstanding. . But admitting 
that wo, have failed in Jove, to re- 
fuse to fight may: be the sign of 
fn oven greater personal failure.

action without there boing the 
slightest expectation that they 
will be able to follow it. Indeed 
this type of pacifist often takes 
the very loweat view of the poten- 
tinlities and of the actual behavi- 
our, of the nations to whom ho 
makes his plea.

Of Force . 


It fp our duty to support the 
rulo of law at homo within tho 
confines of our own nation, until 
men shall have learned to obey 
the perfect law of love, 80 it is 
our duty to support: the yuls of 
law abroad In international rela- 
tions until nations havo learned 
how to Ive ‘amicably together. 
The sanction of physical force 
may bo necessary, but that is or 
dalned ‘by God in the laws and 
necessities of our boings, and 
though {ts practice is sub-Chria- 
tinn it iy not anti-Christian. It 
is the honest accoptance of. our 
present individual and social posi- 
tion in the moral scalo. But wo 
must not be content te bolieve that 
In Christ nothing moro is requir- 
od of us. Boginning at the neces- 
sity of force, we must sévk every 
occasion to Institute the law of 


extreme personal sacrifice.

Intellectually’ 
Untenable 


I can see no escape from this 
position unlear we are persuaded 
that force of any kind is an In- 
trinstcally evil thing which we 
must forego entirely. But such 1 
position is intellectuntly untenable 
for an honeat mind.

of our nage concerned with har- 
nessing physical forces to the ser- 
vice of mankind. It ix our use of 
force that matters! It is the mo- 
tive in our minds and hearts that 
Is of supreme importance! If our 
motives are selfish or evil, if they 
are greed or hate or revenge, thon 
force is an evil instrument {n our 
hands. And so Chinese like -Bri- 
tona must seek to keep their minds 
and thelr hearts clean before God 
and Christ, we must banish bad 
feolings and ugly desires from our 
lives, lest In our ways we sin. 
This self cleansing is terribly im- 
portant because it is possible to 
sin so tremendously and tragical- 
ly againat God and man with the 
weapons and resources of modern 
force.

Morcover, ,} believe 
it is an oceasion when China’s 
rights should. be. defended. by 
every righteous, democratic na- 
tion in the world, when the sanc- 
tions of economic force should bo 
applied to the aggressor, to res- 
train that nation In the evil of its

children yet to come from Shanghai,

Elaborate precautions had been taken -by the 
Police to deal with the crowd87and all approaches 
to the Kowloon Godowns were manned by police

Those with. passes were held at 
the entrance to the wharf where 
they were again restricted despite 
the fact that passes were issued 
for the wharf, There they waited 
anxiously, scanning each refugee 
as she disembarked and war 
directed along the water-front to 
the Canton Road entrance which 
waa the only means of egress, 


AMBULANCE CASES 


Despite the siduous wait that 
many experienced before they 
were able to ascertain whether or 
not their friends or relatives: had 
arrived, the police are to be com- 
mended for the very efficient man- 
ner in which everything was ar- 
ranged. There was never any rish- 
ing, Arrangements were made 
for sasisting disembarking pas- 
senyers with their baggage. 
Hospital cases, and there were 
several: of them, were carried off 
by stretcher and placed without 
delay into waiting ambulances 
and hurried off. 

What was’ probably most pleas- 
ing, from the point of view of the 
man in the street, however, was 
the impartial manner in which 
everything was conducted. Many a 
local taipan was sadly disiliusion- 
ed: when he tried to take advan- 
tue of his position. 


CALMER SPIRIT 


Most of the new arrivals were 
in a far better mental state that 
those who arrived in the Raj- 
putana and there were few signs 
of undue excitement. 

“ty only moan,” said one youth- 
ful refugee, ‘was the way we 
were all herded on board the ship. 
When we embarked after « most 
uneventful trip down the river on 
destroyers, we were shown where 
we were to sleep and had to 
‘scramble for the best positions. I 
might ray ‘in passing, that the 
bluejackets on , the 
wete absolute darlings, so cheer- 
ful and considerate. They made 
ua some very welcome tea which 
was greatly appreciated during 
the three houra we were on board. 


ONE AMBITION 


“My big ambition, at the mo- 
ment ia to have a hot bath. Be- 
lieve it’ or not, I haven’t changed 
my clothes for three days, 

On being asked if she was glad 
to be out of Shanghai, she re- 
plied that she would have stayed

store for her on the voyage down. 

“In Shanghal we were right in 
the thick of it too. Our house was 
rather badly damuged by shrap- 
nel. Most of the glass in the win- 
dows were shattered and one of 
the servants: was wounded, al- 
though not very severely.

(Continued from Paye 2 
monary arteries and is purified 
and vitalised in due course, 

The blood, as it passes through 
the lungs, changes oyvreatly in 
colour, the dark crimson of the 
venous fluid being exchanged for 
the bright searlet of the arterial 
blood, in’ addition, the blood 
gains in oxygen, loses carbonte 
avid, becomes one or two degrees 
warmer, conyulates sooner and 
more firmly, anid containg more 
fibrin. 

The oxygen which js absorbed 
Into the bleod from the atmos- 
phere through the netion of the 
lungs is) combined chemically 
with the hemoglobin’ of the red 
blood corpuseles, In this condi- 
tion it is carried in the arterial 
blood to the various parts of the 
body and brought inte contact 
with the elementary portions of 
the tissues. In so doing, ft co- 
operates with the process of mu- 
trition and in removal of disin- 
teyruted tigsue matter, during 
whieh a certain proportion of the 
oxygen disappears and oa like 
amount of carbonic acid and 
water is formed. . 

The venous blood, charged with 
this same carbonic acid, returns 
to lungs where the gas is exhal- 
ed and a fresh supply of oxygen 
is secured, : 

The stopping of the respiratory 
movements from any cause re- 
sults in the retarding of the cir 
culation and finally venous con- 
gestion of the nervous centres, 
with resulting death.

tra hole. Being dormy two he 


had only to play his usual long 
drive at the laat hole to make sure 
of a win, for he would usually 
carry the green. Instead of that 
he sliced badly and went onto the 
Railway,—a notoriously bad bit 
of luck, The track was made of 
big sharp-cornered stones, with 
high sleepers standing to allow 
the ball to lie up. against: them. 
The rules allowed a player to pick 
up witha penalty or to play his 
hall he liked to take the risk. 
Balfour's ball lay against a sleep. 
er, but there was a slight slant 
Which would allow him a possi- 
bility of wettingg onto the top 
corner of the green, To every. 
one's surprise he decided to play, 
and the balt rose beautifully and 
rested on the one bit) of green 
that was within range. He was 
encouraged with a cheer by the 
hundreds of spectators. There 
Was still a 40 foot putt to be done, 
and it looked as if he had done it 
to win, But his opponent did an 
equally good one, and got down 
in two. Balfour's win at the nine- 
teenth was exceptionally popular.

Leslie Balfour was already 
famous ag an all-round sports- 
man, when he inherited the Mel- 
Ville estate from an aunt. The 
house, which stands in beautiful 
grounds surrounded by noble 
trees, can be seen from the tirat 
tee of his beloved links, and had 
the additional advantage for a 
man of wide culture of having a 
fine Hbrary collected ‘by hia ree 
lative Whyte Melville, the novel- 
iat. The mention of his name is 
u reminder of. how many splendid 
books are quite forgotten, though 
if anyone cured to resurrect them 
they would be just as enjoyable 
ag ever, At one time “Guy LI- 
vingstone” was to be seen in 
every house where there was any 
interest in field sports, and I have 
not seen any sporting novel to 


beat it for a combination of zest: 


and style, The novelist's nephew, 
the offer, surely was lucky be- 
yond what any man can expect.

Upon the enactment of the Face 
tories and Workshops Ordinance, 
1982, (No. 27 of 1952), it was 
considered desirable that the pow- 
ers of the Protector of Labour un- 
der that Ordinance should be ex- 
ercised by the Secretary for Chin- 
ese Affairs with the assistance of 
qualified Inspectors of Labour un- 
til the persons and Industries 
affected should become accustomed 
to a measure of regulation.
